ed from thejGrand JDuke, Leopold, a letter 
to his pister, 3Iarie Antoinette, the Queen 
of Fr,mce. She made Carlo a welcome 
gue^t at Versailles, when Napoleon, then 
ten years old, first looked upon that gor- 
geous palaco of which he was, afterwards 
the master. Carlo left Joseph in a school 
at Autun, and through the influence of 
Governor jtlurbceul ho was allowed to 
place X.ipoleon in the Military Academy 
at Brienne, where the afterwards emineat 
Pitchegruc was one of bis instructors. 


Six years later a heavy weight of mis- 


fortune fell upon Letitia. Carlo was at- 
tacked _by the disease which terminated 
the life of his, most illustrious" sou at St. 
Helena thirty-bix years afterward. He 
went alone to ilontpelier, in France for 
advice and remedies, and there he died in 
1780, under tho hospitable roof of a girl- 
hood companion of Letitia, the mother of 
the celebrated ilarshal Junot. 


When Carlo died, Letitia was not thir- 


ty-five years of age, and had been the mo- 
ther of thirteen children, Five sona and 
three daughters were yet living—a race of 
monarchs who occupied thrones and lost 
them during one of the most t powerful 
historical dramas, enacted in tho space of 
ten years, the world has ever known. She 
saw tLcn the rise and fall while her tres- 
ses were yet dark, and the beauty of her 
youth jet bloomed on her cheeks and 
sparkled in her eyes. Her sons were Gui- 
seppe, or Joseph, who was made King of 
Naples in 1800, and of Spein in 1808-Ka- 
poleon, who made himself Emperor of the 
French and disposer of thronos in 1S05; 
Luciana, or Lucicn, who alone refused a 
crown, but accepted a principality, with 
its title, from the Pope in 1SOS; Luigi, or 
Louis, made King of Holland in ISOG.and 
refused the crown of Spain in 1S09; aud 
Girolania, or Jerome, who was made King 
of "Westphalia, in 1807, when that province 
was erected into a kingdom. The daught- 
ers were Marit Anna Eliza, who was creat- 
ed sovereign of Tuscany, with the title of 
Grand Duchess, in 1898 ; CarlotU after- 
ward Marie Pauline, who, as wife of 
Prince Borghese, became the most illus- 
trious Italian princess of her time; and 
Caroline Maria Aununcianno, the wife of 
Mtmit, who became Queen of Xaples in 
"IDS.

Twenty-two year* ago Brigham Young, 


with a few hundred moneyless followers, 
entered the Salt Lake Valley. Their first 
years were full of toil and sufferings. 
They continued poor up to the arrival of 
Johnston's army, »ent there by Floyd and 
Buchanan. This expedition put money 
in their purses and revived a thousand 
paying enterprises. Then came the war 
of rebellion, which was quickly followed 
by the gold hunters oi Montana and 
Idaho. For the first time since their 
lodgment in the valley the Mormons began 
to prosper, and Brigham to grow rich un- 
der these promising circumstances. Thus 
it is seen that he must have made his sev- 
enty millions, or the major part of it, if at 
all, since 1862. Out of the funds thus ac- 
quired, he has been compelled to keep a 
number of missionaries in the neld, at 
home and abroad, and pay out large gums 
for the expense of getting foreign sheep 
in. tho fold. His tillungs cannot be over 
$160,000 per annum, and we doubt if they 
are that much. 


His foreign deposits cannot be large, 


possibly a million or two, but he has a 
tight grasp on all estates, goods, and ef- 
fects of his subjects, which may amount to 
thirty or forty millions—certainly not 
more.
